OU Student Accident-Sickness 
Insurance Plan To Be Back Again

Omaha University’s Student 
Accident and Sickness Insurance 
plan is entering its second year 
with another high enrollment 
expected. 

The voluntary program, un- 
derwritten by Mutual of Omaha, 
had some 450 students enrolled 
last year; according to Mutual 
of Omaha, this was very good 
for the initial year, 

The program is open to any 
full-time day student—that is a 
student who is carrying 12 cred- 
it hours or more a semester. 

Coverage 

The plan will cover serious in- 
jury or illness requiring hospi- 
tal treatment or surgery. This 
is intended to help relieve the 
parent or student of the finan- 
cial strain which normally ac- 


or the date of enrollment in the 
plan, whichever occurs last. Cov- 
‘erage terminates September 10, 
1964, 

It covers expenses arising 
from both accidents and sick- 
ness, whether sustained at the 
University or elsewhere during 
the entire policy term. It will 
pay in addition to the other in- 
surance coverage a student may 
have. 

It should be noted that the 
policy does not cover practice or 
participation ‘in intercollegiate 
sports. However, it does cover 
all intra-mural sports played on 
campus.

LOGUE IS NO LONGER VALID. 
Refunds are computed from the date the application is received 
by the Registrar, not from the date of withdrawal from classes? 
' Refund slips issued ,by the registrar and given to students 
are void and not redeemable, unless presented to the cashier (Busi- 
ness Office, Room 230) within 80 days after the date of issue. 
A student must file notice of withdrawal from any class, ac- 
companied by written approval of the adviser and the Dean of 
Student Personnel, with the Registrar immediately upon dropping 


any course. 


Students paying tuition on an installment basis who withdraw 


before the account is paid in full are not relieved from payment of 
the amount due; credits to their unpaid accounts will be made only 
on the basis of the schedule listed below. 

NO refunds will be made on matriculation, registration, late 
‘registration, health fee, or student activity fee, unless such charges 
have been made through an error of the University Administration. 

A student dropping courses with the approval of his adviser 
and his dean will receive refunds on tuition, non-resident fee, and 
laboratory fees in accordance with the following schedules. 

Under the new schedule a student must withdraw during the 
fourth week to get a redemption: of 25% ... after that time, there 
is no refund. Under the old system, 25% of the money would be 
refunded during the sixth week... for day classes,

Kappa Epsilon, and Theta Chi, 
are participating in Rush. \ 

Eligibility 

To be eligible for pledging, a 
male student must be registered 
for at least 12 credit hours in 
the University, 


Each rushee must attend five 
fraternity parties held from 7:30 
p-m. to 11 p.m, on Sept. 9 
through 16. He must register at 
each party. If he is unable to 
attend any one of the parties, 
he must present a written ex- 
cuse to the Interfraternity 
Council explaining his absence 
This excuse must be turned in 
to the Dean of Student Person- 
nel Office, Room 250, Student 
Center, before preference day. It 
must be approved by the I.F.C. 
Failure to visit the parties or 
submit an excuse for absence 
will automatically disqualify the 
rushee from pledging for one 
semester. 


Payment of the Rush registra- 
tion fee does not guarantee 
membership in a fraternity. 


No rushing is allowed from 
midnight to seven a.m. the fol- 
lowing Monday through Satur- 
day of Rush ‘Week. 

On Saturday evening, each 
fraternity will hold a preference 
party open to all rushees. The 
rushee may attend one or all of 
these preference parties. 


Silent Day begins Saturday at 
midnight and runs through five 
p.m. Sunday. There is to be no 
conversation between fraternity 
members and rushees. ~ 


Preference ; 

All prospective pledges must 
sign preference cards Sunday, 
Sept. 15 between one p.m. and 
four p.m. in the Dean of Student 
Personnel Office if they desire 
membership in a fraternity. All 
cards must be turned in before 
four p.m. or they will not be 
considered. 

Once a preference has been 
made, it cannot be changed for 
one semester. 

Rushees will be notified by 
five p.m. Monday, Sept. 16, if 
they will be pledged. ; 


All students planning to park 
their cars on campus must reg- 
ister their vehicle and obtain a 
parking permit. 

According to Mrs. Eunice 
Rowland, in the Dean of Stu- 
dent Personnel Office, the per- 
mits may be obtained only at 
the time of registration. She 
said they will be available in the 
hall just outside of the Regis- 
trar’s Office during all registra- 
tion periods. 

It should be noted that stu- 
dents attending evening classes 
only must also register their 
cars, 

_ New Permits 

This year, a bumper sticker 
will be used instead of the win- 
dow permit used in past years. 
The new sticker is to be applied 
to the left rear bumper of the 
registrants car.

‘TY Classroom’ Is Originating 
From Omaha U StudioIn AA 


The University of Omaha’s 
“TV: Classroom”, which for 12 
years has originated from the 
studios of television station 


KMTV, is now orginating direct 


from the University campus. 

The use of OU Radio-TV De- 
partment facilities for the 
broadcast began with the Au- 
gust 31st program on “The 
School, the Home, and the Com- 
munity”, taught by Dr. Sam 
Sollenberger. Last weekend, Dr. 
Sollenberger wound up 26 weeks 
of continuous ‘classroom’ in- 
struction. 


New Course 
Starting on September 14th, a 
new three credit hour course on 
“Arts and Crafts” will go on 
the air. The half hour, 13 week 
long class will be taught by Miss 


~ Jane Andersen of the OU Art 


Department. The program be- 
gins each Saturday at 8 a.m. 
Each broadcast uses Radio-TV 
Department students to direct, 
run cameras, and handle other 


equipment; The audio and video 
are then sent by cable to KMTV 
where they’re broadcast to view- 
ers over the regular transmitter. 

Paul Borge, head of the Radio- 
TV Department, said the pro- 
gram is now being originated 
from OU because it was felt 
that such a-move would provide 
“a great spurt in the interest 
of students” who want to go in- 
to broadcasting as a profession. 
He said this also gives the stu- 
dents a chance to get actual, on 
the air experience. He added 
that working direct from the 
campus makes for ease in prep- 
aration for the faculty and oth- 
ers involved in the programs,

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Library with new additions — will seat 750 more students 


Library Expansion 
Program Near End 


The first part of Omaha Uni- 
versity’s expansion program to 
handle the student “explosion” 
in the coming years is nearing 
completion. 


The two new wings on the 
Gene Eppley Library are expect- 
ed to be completed in the latter 
part of December and should be 
open for student use after the 
Christmas Holidays. 


The 48’ x 112’ additions will 
accommodate 750 additional stu- 
dents, The first floor will extend 
the periodicals room on the west 
and the reading and study area 
on the east. The second floor 
will increase the study area and 
open bookstacks. 


In July of last year, OU re- 
ceived a $250,000 grant on a 
matching basis from the Eppley 
Foundation, Ine, 


Dedicated in 1956, the library 
was a gift from hotelman Eu- 
gene C. Eppley. His personal 
check for $850,000 stands as the 
largest gift in OU’s history. 


Library Advantages 
Often Unrealized By 
Many OU Students 


The library contains an esti- 
mated 145,000 volumes, 60,000 
documents, and 970 periodicals. 

The library is open to stu- 
dents from 7:30 a.m, to 10 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, and 
from 8 am. to 4:45 p.m. on 
Saturdays 

The library has open shelves 
to encourage study and brows- 
ing by the students and several 
special services and rooms are 
contained within the library. 

One of these is the Adult Ed- 
ucation Conference Center. It’s 
located on the first floor of the 
south wing. 


Audio-Visual Services 


The other service is the Audio . 


Visual Department, located in 
the southeast wing of the second 
floor. Films, recordings, tapes 
and audio visual classrooms are 
in this department. 

The Curriculum Laboratory, 
located in the southeast section 


of the second floor provides spe-' 


cial materials and study facili- 
ties for students in the College 
of Education. 

Located on the same floor in 
the southwest section is the Li- 


brary Science and Children’s 
Literature Laboratory. 


As in all organized institu- 


“tions there are rules and regula- 


tions. For the library they are: 

Rules and Regulations, Too 

1. You must present a library 
card to check out books. One 
may “be obtained when you reg- 
ister or later by presenting your 
student activity card at the cen- 
tral service desk in the library. 


2, All books are checked out 
at the central service desk. Sign 
the lined book card with your 
name and telephone number be- 
fore coming to the desk. Books 
are checked out for two weeks 
and can be renewed for two 
weeks provided they are not in 
demand. Circulation rules for 
books and fines for: overdue 
books are listed in the section 
on reserve book service. All 
fines and charges must be paid 
before your academic record is 


- cleared. 


3. Books, magazines, newspa- 
pers, etc., are on open shelves. 
Read and browse but do not re- 
turn them to the shelves. Leave 
them on the tables. 


4, Smoking is permitted in the 
smoking study and in the east 
section of the lobby only. 

5. Library telephones are not 
to be used for personal calls.

Coach Al Caniglia and his 
staff took the wraps off the 
1963 edition of the University 
of Omaha football squad Satur- 
day for the benefit of the press 
and TV men. 


The new edition is big, fast 
and experienced, It also has 
quite a record to live up to. The 
1962 Indians finished 7-1-1 and 
added a 34-21 romp over East 
Central Oklahoma in, the All- 
Sports Bowl at Oklahoma City 
on December 8. 


OU was ranked number 
twelve in the final N.A.LA. 
ratings and number six- 
teen in the A.P. small 
college poll. If statistics like 
these are your forte, then 
add one more; the team was 
rated the 116th best squad 
in the nation among all ma- 
jor and small colleges by 
the now famous Williamson 
rating system. — . 


Highlights of the ’62 season 
were the Bowl game and the 
35-0 rout of defending small col- 
lege champ Pittsburg State that 
gave the Indians their first CIC 
championship. 

Losses Light 

Gone from that squad: are 
leading ground gainer Louie Mi- 
loni who rushed for 761 yards 
in 1962 and two time Little All- 
American end Paul Blazevich, 
who led the CIC in receiving last 
year with 31 grabs for 531 yards 
and ten touchdowns. 

Missing from the interior of- 
fensive line are Gary Baugh- 
man, Duane Salak, and big Stan 
Kurtz. Add defensive standouts 
Dave Gibson, George Payne, 
George Jesko an little Dean 
_Taylor to the absentee list and 
things sound thin. _ 

Then if things look bleak to 
you, let’s talk about the assets 
of the ’63 squad, and there’s 
plenty of ’em, 

The backfield will return All- 
CIC quarterback Carl Meyers as 
the leader. Meyers was OU’s to- 
tal offense leader last year and 
ig being boomed for All-Ameri- 
can honors this season. The 
Omaha senior passed for 1,012 
yards and rushed for 297 more in 
1962. 

Fastest of the backs is Rocket 
Roger Sayers, back for his 

. fourth letter at halfback. Sayers 
,was an All-CIC choice in 1961 
but fell off his’ pace last year 
with injuries. He still accounted 
for eight touchdowns and 395 


yards rushing despite seeing 


spot duty last Fall. 

Lee Milner will hold down one 
halfback spot if things go right 
for the Midland, Michigan, sen- 
ior. Milner rushed for 423 yards 
in ’62 and demonstrated good 
hands -in hauling down eight 
passes from the halfback slot, a 
position the Indians will throw 
to with more effort this time 
around. 

Fullback is well fortified with 
the presence of three letter win- 
ner and second team all-confer- 
ence choice Wayne Backes. The 
stocky Morristown, N. J. senior 
rushed for 412 yards last year 
and turned in a gritty perform- 
ance on defense.

Defensive secondary standout 
Don Crum is being groomed for 
more ball carrying chores this 
year, The 185 pound soph showed
